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PREFACE 



The general part of the Preface to vol. iii of the Summary Catalogue 
holds good for the present volume, except for a slight modification of the 
plan which makes it desirable to print the whole scheme as it now 
stands : —

„ vii (or vii and viii). A General Index to the whole series, to be 
issued when vols, i-ii are published, but made and kept up 
to date in manuscript slips for reference in the Library. 
The present volume then contains nineteen collections (nos. xliv- 
ixii), and after them two series of Miscellaneous MSS., (1) MSS. of 
which the dates of acquisition are known, in chronological order of 
those dates, (2) MSS. of which the date of acquisition is not known, 
in alphabetical order of pressmarks : in the latter series are inserted 
the names of all the collections in the Library which at present bear 
separate titles, with occasional notes on their formation, see also p. 903 
(Charters and Rolls). The number of MSS. in the nineteen collections 
is 3,226, and in the miscellaneous series 4,597, making a total of 7,823, 
or in the three volumes published 23,443. The preparation of the 
present book has occupied nearly eight years, the slower rate of 
progress being partly due to the larger amount of general Library work 
which has fallen to the cataloguer, and partly only apparent, since the 
volume is considerably larger than its predecessors. 
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PREFACE. 



For the first time since 1695 the entire collection of Western MSS. 
in the Bodleian is catalogued in print and is indexed, and every manu- 
script in the Library, Oriental and other (with the necessary exception 
of the accessions of 1905), has a number in one long series. But the 
Curators decided on May 9, 1903, that the index to vols, iii-v of the 
Summary Catalogue, which is at present in manuscript, should not be 
printed until the new edition of the Old Catalogue (vols, i-ii in the fore- 
going scheme) be finished. Until about 1910, therefore, there will be 
no accessible index to the volumes already published, except one manu- 
script set of slips in the Bodleian. It is accordingly desirable once 
more to offer a substitute, however inadequate, in the following brief 
account of the contents of the present volume, grouped very roughly 
under subjects — a plan still more unsatisfactory in the present case than 
before, because much of the book is occupied with isolated acquisitions, 
and not with collections, which often have well-marked characteristics 
running through them. 



There are hardly any biblical MSS. of note in these modern 
collections: 27976 is a German bible of some interest, and 27716 
is Clement of Lanthony's Harmony of the Gospels, in English. 
Liturgical MSS. will be found in 24761, 27660, 27691, 27854, 27886*, 
28474, 28922, 29071 (Amesbury), 29108*, 29127, 29157, 29175, 29447, 
2945°*-3*> 2 9454, *9<M9, 29739~45*> 30050*, 30063, 30303-4, 
3°553- 6o > 3 0 595" 622 (eighteen*), 30673-80 (seven*), the numbers 
marked with an asterisk being Horae 1 . 



In the Hamilton collection is much mediaeval theology from Erfurt 
libraries, and the Mendham MSS. are chiefly concerned with the 
Council of Trent. An important series of registers of the Proceedings 
of the Parliamentarian Committee for Plundered Ministers, 1645-53, 
occupies nos. 27619-26: see also 24437 (card. Adam de Easton),

[In glancing over the proofs or copy of this volume I have sent for most, if not all, 
of the MSS. earlier than the 12th cent, and a few later, and in a good many cases 
have been tempted to make further investigation. In some instances that investigation 
occupied only a fraction of an hour: in one, that of MS. Douce 366, no. 21941 (see 
p. xxii), it took all the time I was able to spare during four weeks— and it needs 
hardly ht pointed out that the cataloguer would have had little prospect of com- 
pleting his labours had he allowed himself similar latitude. Any observations which, 
as the result, I have thought likely to be useful to students of the MSS. I have added 
in square brackets, with my own initials. E. W. B. Nicholson, Librarian.]

This calendar is the usual Sarum-Norwich one, as in no. 4123, and 
the dedication on Oct. 16 is not remarkable. The additions to 
the Martyrology are interesting.

[xii. 48. 16923* I wish to supplement and slightly amend my notes on this. 

The entry for Jan. 1 'Circucisio dni. 7 Scl Odilonis abba/is' 
is all by the same hand, but the letters ' iloni,' and possibly the 
following 1 s,' are written over an erasure. Not so the letters 
'Od'. According to the Acta Sanctorum Odilo is sometimes 
called Odo, and the scribe may have originally written that or 
some other misspelling of the name. 

Ff. 14-17 were really a large folding sheet of vellum which had 
been cut in two by a binder, and sewn through so that it could 
not be opened out. I have had it restored to its original form, 
and on one side it contains a complete paschal cycle of 532 years 
from 1026 to 1 557. Such cycles were habitually copied unaltered 
for centuries after their compilation, e. g. in no. 21870, no. 21941, 
MS. Digby 81, MS. Laud misc. 644. 

It is common in these and similar tables to find dots and 
strokes: sometimes, as in MS. Bodl. 579 (ff. 53, 57) there are 
a number of them, and then they merely show that the table 
was used about the dates indicated. But in others there is only 
a single mark at about the date when one would expect the MS. 
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to have been written, and in such cases it is natural to suppose 
that the scribe deliberately marked the Easter next in front of 
him *. In the present cycle there is a dot of red before the year 
1068, and I have no doubt that the table was transcribed 
between Easter 1067 and Easter 1068. This curiously coincides 
with the fact pointed out by Mr. Madan that ' Moissac became 
Cluniac' in 1067, and the decisively Cluniac character of the 
calendar. 

My doubt as to the MS. being written at or for Moissac must, 
I feel, be given up. I have seen the nth cent. MS. Lat. nouv. 
acq. 1871 of the Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris, containing 
a troper and proser which I believe Mr. Bannister is quite right 
in attributing to St. Martin at Moissac {not at Montauriol), and 
agree with Mr. Bannister that there are distinct resemblances 
between the ornamentation of that (see specimens in Daux's 
Deux Irores ehoraux) and this. I think it likely that when 
Moissac became Cluniac it borrowed from Cluny, for the purpose 
of copying, a MS. which was the exemplar of the present one. 

Part at least of the last gathering is palimpsest, and I suggest 
that the erased matter on f. 244" immediately preceded f. 245, 
and that no leaf is lost at this point.

The accompanying neums are not only spaced but are written 
on very faint blank staves of 3 lines, of which only stave 2 is 
clearly visible. Each line is followed by a ' direct/ and the fact 
that the last line is so followed shows that it is ultimately 
derived from a MS. in which it was succeeded by additional 
music. There are no pitch-signatures. 

The initials LHQSI are not in Lorn bardic but in * rustic ' capitals 
of nth cent. tvpe. The body of the MS. seems to be of the 
latter half of the nth cent., and I take it to have been executed 
at Monte Cassino, but for the nunnery of St. Mary at Zara. 

It was clearly written (ff. 69 v , 7a) for a Benedictine nunnery, and 
special prayers to Chrysogonus (f. 69 v ) and Anastasia (f. 7a v ) 
point to Zara, where the bodies of both saints were said to rest, 
while Zoilus, the last of the n Confessors addressed on f. 71, 
was also alleged to repose there. 

The nunnery of St. Mary was founded in 105a, and its church 
consecrated in 1072. As the volume contains no prayer for 
a Dalmatian king or Venetian doge, it was probably written 
after the extinction of the old Dalmatian line in 1091, and 
before Coloman k. of Hungary took the title and executed 
a charter in favour of the nuns of St Mary of Zara, both of 
which he did in 1102.

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the preceding part of the volume is also accompanied by music, 
but in the usual European notation — with a red-line stave, 
generally of 4 lines, and pitch-signatures. These differences, 
accompanied by very pronounced differences in the style of 
writing and of ornamentation, suggest to me that the two parts 
differ considerably in date — an original breviary having been 
enlarged by additional offices at a later time. 
On f. 6 the later hand has added a paschal table, in which the

But it was apparently copied in a 6th year, 
with Sunday letter F — this being indicated by a dot after xtitj 
in the third entry in the column headed F : that would suit 
1392, but no other year between it and 1297 backwards, or 
between it and 1544 forwards. I assume, then, that the added 
part was written about 1392. 
The original breviary I should suppose to have been executed 
in the last third of the 1 3th cent. For characteristic ornamenta- 
tion in it see ff. 82, 98 y , 99 v , 100, 105 v , 174. Cranes, sometimes 
with human heads, are the chief marginal grotesques. 
I believe this volume to have belonged to Carinola. June 26 
was the actual day on which St. Bernard, bp. of Carinola, 
translated the body of St. Martin de Monte Marsico to Carinola. 
Not only is St Bernard in the litany on f. 64, after the great 
St. Martin, but another Martin is invoked below among the 
monks and hermits — presumably M. de Monte Massico. Also 
M.'s office on f. 226 precedes that of SS. John and Paul on the 
same day. According to the Acta Sanctorum, Ughelli, and 
Stadler-and-Heim, St. Bernard was buried at Carinola. The 
rubrics on ff.

I find also that many of the pictures (e. g. on f. 28) are bordered 
with a zigzag of red, white, and blue : I have seen no datable 
instance of this as early as 1260 — I think 1265 has been the 
earliest. 

Next I find that the banner of the slaughtering host on f. 28 is, 
but for its tinctures, that of Simon de Montfort. His was a lion 
rampant arg., with forked tail, on a field gules : this is a lion 
rampant sa., with forked tail, on a field of pale yellow. If an 
allusion to Simon is meant, then the MS. is presumably not later 
than 1265. 

Finally, the picture of the host of Satan on f. 56 presents two 
significant features : — 

1. Of the 6 flags borne, one is that of Gilbert de Clare, earl 
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of Gloucester 1 , who was second in command of the 
baronial forces. But Clare's opposition to Henry III 
and Edward only lasted from 1263 to — a * the very 
latest — the end of May 1265: later in 1265 he actually 
fought for them. Nor does there seem evidence of open 
rebellion on his part before Apr. 1 264, when he massacred 
Jews at Canterbury. 
2. Another flag, a pavon, is bendy of 10 arg. and az. which is 
a Mountford, Montford, or Montfort coat. This pavon 
occurs again, except that the number of bends seems to 
be 1 1 or 1 2 : such variations are of no moment, as there 
is another Mountfort coat bendy of 1 2 or and az. 
Whether or not this family was descended from the same 
stock as that of Simon de Montfort, both Robert de 
Montfort and William de Montefort fought on his side, 
and apparently no one of the name on the king's. 
I cannot seriously doubt that the volume was illuminated in the 

period 1263-5 — probably between Apr. 1264 and June 1265. 
Doubtless it was executed either by order of or for presentation to 
Edward or Eleanor. Edward had far too much to do in those 
days to be commissioning the execution of MSS. or even for 
people to think of presenting them to him : indeed from May 14, 
1264, to May 28, 1265, he was a prisoner to his adversaries. 
Eleanor was exiled on June 18, 1264, and went to France, 
returning to England Oct. 29, 1265. If the Palaeographical 
Societv (II. 77) are right in stating (on very high authority) 
that the MS. was produced in France, then we get a simple 
explanation of its unfinished state by supposing that it was 
executed for Eleanor while she was in France and brought by 
her to England before it was completed. 
The facts as regards incompleteness may be thus summarized : — 

i. Except the armorial initial at beginning, every initial which 

was to be illuminated (not merely ochred) has been 
left out. 

ii. Up to f. 4i y , which ends a gathering, all the pictures seem 

to be finished, except that on f. 40 the gTape-bunches 
and grape-leaves are uncoloured. 
In the next gathering (ff. 42-40*) they are only drawn. 
In the next (ff. 50-5 7 v ) the colouring is often incomplete. 
In the next and final gathering (ff. 58-61) the first picture 
has its colouring unfinished, while the rest are only 
drawings with the gilding inserted. 
These facts indicate that the paintings were gilded and 
coloured by more than a single hand. Otherwise those 
in the gathering which begins on f. 42 would hardly have 
been more unfinished than those which follow them. 
The volume may have been executed by Eleanor's order for 
presentation to a monastery. That it found its way into one is 
probable from some one (in the 15th cent. ?) having tried his pen 
on the bottom margin of f. 5 by writing ' Fuit homo m ' i.e. the 
beginning of John i. 6.

The same banner occurs with many others on f. 27 v , but the army there depicted is 
sot Satanic.

These arms, and those of de Clare, were also borne by others, but de Clare's were 
aeceasarily among the few best known in England and their insertion in the picture of 
the Satanic host on f. 56 cannot be regarded as meaningless. E. W. B. N.]

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The binding is almost certainly Jacobean or late Elizabethan, and 
from hatchings on the back and edges Mr. S. Gibson believes it 
to have been executed in Oxford. As it obviously contained 
literary matter, I have had that matter extracted from the boards 
and lining, and fixed at beginning and end of the volume. It 
consists of 

1. A 15th cent. MS. leaf, doubtless written in England, 

which, the Rev. H. M. Bannister tells me, belonged to 
a collectar of Roman use, such as might have been 
used by the Grey Friars in England. This is now f. 94. 

2. Two conjunct 15th cent. MS. leaves (flattened out as one) 

of an alphabetical index to some legal work: each 
measures about 8x6^ in. These are now f. v. 

3. Four leaves of the Psalter part of the folio ed. of the Pars 

cstivalis of the Sarum Antiphoner printed in 1520 at 
Paris by W. Hopyl for Byrckman. These are now 
ff. i-iv : Mr. Bannister assisted in this identification. 
The no. of leaves has been increased by the numbering of ff. i-vii 
and 92-4, all of which had been pasted down inside the covers 
or used to pack the binding.

Since the note was written, Mr. Madan has discovered from 
De Levi's Anecdota Sacra (pp. xxix, xxxn, xl-xlviii) that 
the MS. belonged to Novalesa in 1778. Still later, I have spent 
several weeks in examining it for an Introduction to the study 
of some of the oldest Latin musical MSS. in the Bodleian, where 
the evidence for its provenance will be set out in full. The 
general conclusion is as follows. When the MS. was written, 
the headquarters of the Novalesa community were at Breme 
(Bremetum), over 80 miles E. of Novalesa. Novalesa itself, at 
least from 1093, was ordinarily in charge of a prior only, and it 
is not till 1599 that we again find it a separate abbey. The 
same community had a cell of St. Andrew s, Turin, and a cell 
of St Stephen, which seems to have been near Roddi and 
Verduno, not far from Alba. The MS. was certainly written 
either at Breme, or at Novalesa (in Piedmont — not to be 
confounded with Novalaise in Savoy), or some cell of the 
community — or in more than one of these places; but the 
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description of Peter as patron on f. 27 is against that part of 
the volume having been written either at St. Andrew's or 
St Stephen's. 

The volume is really a collection written by different scribes : — 
I (ff. a v ~79 v ) Tropes, &c, and Litanies, by scribe A. 
II (ff. 8o-8i v ) Additions to I, by scribes B and C. 

III (ff. 82-101 v ) Proses, by scribe D. 

IV (ff. 102-204) Proses, or verba to the offertory, followed 
(f. 174) by processional anthems for the period from 
Christmas to Easter, &c. — all by scribe £. 

V (ff. 204^-207*) Additions to IV, by scribes F, G, H.

[I understand Mr. Bannister's reason for placing the MS. so early 
to be the absence of Carilefus, who is ordinarily present in 
Durham books. He also believes from the saints commemorated 
that the volume was written on the continent, perhaps for the fugi- 
tive bishop of Durham, Ralf Flam bard, who fled to Normandy in 
1101 and died in 1128. 

I cannot at present believe that the MS. was written till nearly the 
middle of the 12th cent, at the earliest, and it might well belong 
to a more advanced period of the century. The simpler poly- 
chrome initials repeatedly contain red, green, and blue as well 
as gold and white, and I have seen no initials of the same kind 
with so many colours at all early in the 1 2th cent. 

The prayer in the litany for peace and victory for 'regibus . . . 
rwstns * not ' regi . . . nostro * suggests to me that the MS. may 
have been written in 1170-83, when Henry IPs eldest son was 
king with his father. It is true that the same style is used in 
MS. Auct. D. 4. 6, a Reading Abbey book probably written in 
1158-64; but Reading had had the cell of Kindelgros given to 
it in 1124-53 by the King of Scots, and that might account for 
the plural.

Mr. Bannister suggests that the obits of the royal family in the 
present MS. can be explained by supposing that, although 
written for Peterborough, it was written at Winchester — and 
both the writing and illumination consist with those of the Old 
Minster at Winchester. 

The perpetual tables of 533 years (38 x 19) for finding Lent and 
Easter are ultimately derived from a copy written between 835 
and 854. 

The D which is the paschal letter for 1038 has on its left an 
abnormal tag which suggests to me that the scribe thus indicated 
the Easter next in front of him. E. W. B. N.]

This MS., commonly called the Ormesby Psalter, has been said to 
be the finest MS. executed in England which is in the Bodleian. 
The following note is intended to clear up some of the mystery 
of its origin. 

Open-topped a in the middle of words is frequent in the calendar 
(e. g. June 9), and I have long believed that this part at least 
was written in the 13th cent. 

On f. 8 is a paschal cycle of 533 years, which I find to be 
calculated from 1116. My experience is that the scribe of such 
a cycle rarely, if ever, fails to mark with a dot or stroke the 
Easter next in front of him (see my note, p. xii, on no. 16923). 
I find a + below the column beginning with 131 2, and another 
above that beginning with 1340— which show that the table was 
in actual use at some time between 131 3 and 1339. I also find 
a small o above the column for 1356-83, and I take this to show 
that all the columns up to that point are out of date. Going 
on to the next column, which begins with 1 284, 1 find that an 
indentation has been made with a pair of compasses or stilus on 
either side of the letter s which represents 1290, and accordingly 
I take that or the after- Easter period of 1 289 to be the date at 
which the table was written. A dot of brown ink or wax after 
a k indicates that the table was consulted for Easter 1295, and 
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two black dots before and after a q that it was consulted for 
Easter 1300. 

That the calendarial matter is a later addition is evidenced by the 
edges of the leaves being untouched by the painter's brush l . 

The leaf with the red inscription relating to Robert of Ormesby 
is now f. 1 , but the sequence of wormholes proves that it was 
once f. 8. A comparison of creases, &c, in this and the 
adjoining leaves shows that the alteration was made in early 
times, and not by the modern binder who repaired the volume. 
In the inscription I read * monachi Norwyc' * as =• * monachi 
Norwycensis. 

A like inscription, very probably meant as the lubricator's * copy,* 
was written in faint yellowish-brown ink at back of the paschal 
cycle. 1 have revived it, and it gives the variants Or mis by . . . 
Norwici . . . Norwycencis, 

Mr. S. C. Cockerell pointed out to me some years ago that f. 9, 
though a separate leaf, must have been meant originally to be 
the first leaf of a psalter, and that the arms borne by the kneeling 
layman and laywoman are found in combination on f. 1 54. 

The present recto of that leaf was originally the verso. The top 
of the other side was left blank for the illuminator, but the 
figures of a mitred ecclesiastic and a monk were afterwards 
added over the text at the bottom of the page (which text, 
Mr. Cockerell pointed out, is still discernible in places). 

The scribe of this single leaf was not employed on the psalter 
proper, perhaps because he was not sufficiently accurate * there 
are two errors (in what should have been populi and astiterutU) 
in the page of his writing left to us. He apparently copied from 
the same exemplar, writing 18 lines to the page and ending his 
second page with the same words which end it in the psalter 
proper. Bnt he used brown ink, not black, and has single 
ruling for each line of text, whereas the psalter proper has 
double ruling. 

It has been said that the writing of this one leaf is of a later 
than that of the body of the psalter. It certainly is 
er and staffer ; but it has in the middle of words a number 
of *,*s with the top still not quite closed, and this furnishes to 
me an overwhelming presumption that it is earlier than the 
14th cent 

The illumination of the other side of this leaf is unfinished. The 
bottom of it has been sketched, but not filled in with colour. 
The scrolls displayed by the figures have no writing on them. 
Mr. S. Gibson points out almost conclusive evidence that the kneel- 
ing laywoman is an insertion after the body of the illumination 
of this page had been finished. The pierced cinquefoils on her 
dress are not gilded, but painted yellow. Gilding was put in 
before colour, because it required to be burnished ; and burnishing 
would have injured surrounding colour. The painter of this 
figure was obliged to use yellow paint instead of gold because 
the surrounding colour had already been filled in. 
Whether or not the figure of the kneeling layman is a later 

addition does not seem capable of direct proof. 
Mr. Cockerell also informed me that the kneeling figures of the 
layman and laywoman represent Jordan Foliot and a Bardolf 
heiress. I have verified the arms, and have to add the following 
(acts. 



[ & Also they are slightly narrower; but this seems to be due to a modern binder 
who found the back of the first gathering decayed, cut up the gathering into separate 
leaves* and then stitched them over at the back. £.

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The only Bardolf heiress who, so far as I can find, married 



a Foliot was Beatrix, sister of Robert Bardolf. Their brother 
Hugh, who died in 1203, was sheriff of Cornwall in 11 84, so 
that she and her husband cannot be supposed to have been alive 
when this MS. was written, and (assuming them to be here 
represented) the question is which of their descendants is most 
likely to have caused their insertion. All whom I need mention 
are (1) their son Jordan, who died in or just before 3 Ed. I 
(1274-5); (2) their grandson Sir Richard, who died in 1299; 
(3) their great-grandsons Sir Jordan, Lord Foliot (who died, 
aged 50, a few weeks after his father, in 1 299), Sir William, and 
Edmund ; (4) this Jordan's son Richard, who was dead before 
1 316 (when he would have been 32) ; and (5) this Richards son 
Richard, who died childless and under age in 1325. // is 
important to add that Sir Jordan who died in 1299 had become 
lord of Gressenhall in right of his mother, and thereby a tenant of 
the abbey of Bury St. Edmund's in respect of the township of 
Wendling. 

Now Bury St Edmund's is the first place which, I think, would 
naturally occur to any one as the probable cradle of a magnificent 
East Anglian psalter. And on examining the litany one finds 
only two English martyrs, of whom Edmund is put first, 
Thomas being the other. That this litany was not written at 
Norwich is clear to me from its not including William of 
Norwich. And the cumulative probability that the psalter was 
executed at Bury becomes nearly a certainty when one sees the 
arms of the de Clares, earls of Gloucester, (or, 3 chevrons gu.) 
continually used as ornaments (e.g. on if. 24", 32, 34, 35 v , 36, 
38-, 70, 70^, 71*, 72, 73, 75, 75V, 76, 78. 79*, 80* 8i v ), and finds 
that they were stewards of St. Edmund's Abbey. 

The last de Clare was killed June 24, 1314, so that the psalter was 
written before then. And we should naturally suppose that it 
was written about as early as the paschal cycle which was added 
to it, i.e. in 1289 or 1290: but there is a counter-presumption 
from worm-holes which I shall mention later. 

Another shield of very frequent occurrence in the book (e. g. on 
ff. 23*, 28, 29, 2 9 v , 35, 36 v , 40, 42, 43*., 44, 45 v ) is arg., a lion 
rampant gu., within a bordure sa. bezant y. This is credited only 
to (1) Edmund, earl of Cornwall, in a roll of about 1277-87, 
(2) the Trinitarian Priory at Knaresborough, founded by his 
father, (3) William Seincler, in the same roll of about 1277-87. 
Now it is true that in T279 a J onn de Sancto Claro 'held the 
4th part of a fee of the abbot of Bury* (Blomefield's Norfolk, 
VI. 319), but that fact is quite inadequate to justify so abundant 
an insertion of this shield. We find, however, that Edmund, 
earl of Cornwall, married in 1272, and divorced in 1294, a sister 
of Gilbert de Clare, earl of Gloucester, steward of St. Edmund's 
Abbey, and I do not hesitate to conclude that the shield is 
inserted in honour of this alliance, before the lady's divorce in 



Mr. Cockerell has called my attention to the arms of Castille and 
Leon, which appear on ff. 37 v , 44. The first queen of Edward I, 
Eleanor of Castille and Leon, visited the Abbey of Bury with 
her husband in x 289, but it seems to me more significant that in 
1290 she became the mother-in-law of its steward, de Clare, earl 
of Gloucester. I attach the like significance to the ornament 
consisting of 3 lions passant guardant or, on a field gules, which 
occurs on f. 76, and which I take to represent the arms of 
de Clare's father-in-law, Edward I. 
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Next let me mention that the shield (chequy or and az.) of the 
de Warennes, earls of Sorrey and Warenne, is of very frequent 
occurrence. The de Clare, earl of Gloucester, who died in 1 295, 
had married an Alice de Warenne, and, although he had 
divorced her in 1285, it was only because she had become 
insane. In one instance (f. 32) the de Warenne shield is 
actually in the same ornament with de Clare's. 

It may be added that both the Foliots and the Bardolfs had 
a special connexion with the de Warennes. Sir Jordan Foliot 
(Lord Foliot) held his manor of Gressenhall from Earl de 
Warenne, and he had become possessed of it by marriage into 
a family descended from a steward of the de Warennes. Also 
the head of the Bardolfs, Sir Hugh, Lord Bardolf, had for his 
great-grandmother a de Warenne heiress. 

I must now deal with the Foliot and Bardolf arms. In the Jesse 
tree the Foliot coat is gu. a bend arg., and the Bardolf coat 
az. 3 cinquefoils pierced or. But on f. 154 the bend is or. And 
on f. 38 is a very notable representation of the Foliot arms : 
they are borne on the surcoat and shield of an armed warrior 
who is witnessing the anointing of a king, and the bend has first 
of all been coloured argent and afterwards ineffectively altered 
with gold paint. The warrior I presume to be Sir Jordan, 
Lord Foliot, and he may have been present at Baliol's coronation 
in 1292. He probably changed the tincture of the bend on his 
shield from arg. to or on becoming a baron by writ in 1295. 

Mr. Cockerell has plausibly suggested that the unfinished state of 
some of the borders is due to the death of the person who had 
commissioned the MS., and he has also pointed out that various 
parts of it were executed by different illuminators. I have now 
examined the illumination in sufficient detail to justify the 
following statement. 

Gathering 1 (ff. io-2i v ) — and no other part of the psalter— was 
given out to illuminator A, an accomplished artist. There is no 
heraldic decoration, so that the psalter may have been begun 
with its destination undetermined. 

Gatherings 2, 3 (ff. 2 2-45 w ) owe the body of their ornamentation 
to illuminator B. // is copiously heraldic, but, although 
de Clare and de Warenne shields abound, the arms of Foliot 
only occur in the portrait of the warrior on f. 38 and those of 
Bardolf not at all. 

Gathering 4 (ff. 46-5 7 v ), as regards the body of its ornamentation, 
was executed by illuminator 1 C. There is no heraldic 
decoration. 

Gatherings 5, 6 (ff. 58-81*) were ornamented by illuminator D, 
another accomplished artist. They also are copiously heraldic, 
and contain the de Clare arms, but not those of Foliot or 
Bardolf. In gathering 6 (ff. 70-81 v ) no shield except de Clare's 
appears, and that 12 times, while the only other heraldic 
ornament is the arms of his father-in-law. 

Apparently all the rest of the original psalter (gatherings 7-17, 
ff. 82-209) received the body of its ornamentation from 
illuminator 1 E, whose work interspersed in the text is con- 
ventional and poor. In gatherings 7-12, 14, 15, 17 there is 
no heraldic decoration. In gathering 13 another hand (that 
of D?) has inserted on the opening page (f. 154) the arms of 
Foliot and Bardolf, once separately and thrice combined, and £ 



[* The intertextual ornamentation suggests that C and £ were the same person. 
Bui in that case either he must have altered the style of his initials, or the initials in 
gathering 4 are by a different hand from its intertextual ornaments. £. W. B. N.] 
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himself has subsequently used either a bad copy or an imitation 
of the Bardolf cinquefoil in this and in gathering 16. 

There is also special marginal decoration scattered through the 
book; it consists largely of grotesques and foliage, which 
I suspect to have been executed by D, and some of the borders 
are only outlined. Resemblances in the foliage suggest that 
D may also have executed the Jesse tree— apart from the lower 
two kneeling figures. The choice of some of his grotesque 
subjects leads me to doubt whether he was not a Belgian. 

The conjectures to which these observations lead me are as 
follows : — 

i. That at an early period in its execution the psalter was 

commissioned by Sir Jordan Foliot, tenant under 
St. Edmund's Abbey, for presentation to Gilbert de 
Clare, earl of Gloucester, steward of the abbey ; 

ii. That on de Clare's death in 1 295 the insertion of armorial 

bearings was dropped because Lord Foliot (as he had 
then become) was uncertain to whom to give the volume ; 

iii. That eventually he decided to give it to his distant kinsman 

Sir Hugh Bardolf (who either in 1294 or 1299 became 
Lord Bardolf), and caused his own and the Bardolf arms 
to be inserted on f. 154 in the part of the psalter then 
still unfinished ; 

iv. That at the same time he had the figure of his own Bardolf 

ancestress inserted in the Jesse tree 1 ; 

v. That the incompleteness of the decoration is due to his 

having himself died in 1 299. 

Next let us identify Robert de Ormesby, who gave the volume to 
Norwich Cathedral. 

Between Nov. 20, 1 293, and Nov. 20, 1 294, Sir William de Ormesby 
and his wife granted the advowson of Hempstede for jfao to 
Norwich Cathedral Priory, and settled the lordship on their sou 
John and his wife, with remainder to their sons Robert and 
William. 

The Bodleian Norfolk charter no. 638 shows that Robert de 
Ormesby, chaplain, was presented in 1299 to the rectory of 
North Walsham — being already a priest beneficed in the church 
of Holy Trinity, Castor, close to Ormesby. 

He was presented by Hulme Abbey, which had a portion of tithe 
in his Castor parish, the patronage of which belonged to Sir Hugh, 
Lord Bardoif. As William de Reygate had been instituted 
rector of Holy Trinity in 1293, Roberts rectorate must have 
been later. 

Sir Hugh, Lord Bardolf, and Sir William de Ormesby were 
neighbours, and both were summoned to the same three Parlia- 
ments in 1300-2. It was natural that Bardolf should present 
Ormesby*s son Robert to the Castor living, and should after- 
wards give him (or bequeath him in 1304) this psalter. But 
Robert may have received it from Bardolf 's widow, who died in 
1323, or his son the 2nd lord, who died in 1328. He may 
have possessed it before becoming a monk, and may have 
presented it on taking his vows. Or it may have come to him 
by bequest after he had taken the vows. 

The kneeling monk in the frontispiece I take to be Robert himself. 
The figure represents, I think, a man past middle life: it is 
specially noticeable that the circle of hair left by the tonsure 

[' This single leaf may have been a discarded commencement of the present 
psalter, or he may have had a second psalter just begun, and on de Clare's death may 
have decided to amalgamate the two.

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is worn away in front. If I rightly read Blomefield's Norfolk, 
XI. 232-3, he had a nephew who was 40 in 1314. The other 
kneeling ecclesiastic is probably Henry de Lakenham, prior of 
Norwich in 1289-1311: we know that in 1528 the prior wore 
a mitre. 

Unless the painting on the edges was added after the psalter reached 
Norwich Cathedral, it affords evidence that the book was 
previously destined for presentation to it. For the arms of the 
Cathedral Priory (sr., a cross sa.) are painted twice on them, 
and the arms of the Bishopric once (as., 3 mitres or and gu.). 
A third shield, painted twice, is sa., a cross indented or, the 
shield of the Suffolk de Words, one of whom became Lord de 
U fiord in 1309, and another earl of Suffolk in 1337 : I do not 
know why it is represented here. There was a Benedictine 
nunnery at Norwich, which held the advowson of Stow Bardolf, 
where the Bardolfs were lords of the manor, and in 1289-91 
Amabel de Ufford was prioress of it— but this does not seem an 
adequate explanation. 

The original psalter ended with a gathering of 10 leaves (202-11) 
of which the last 2^ were left blank. On these %\ the second 
litany was begun, and then the remaining leaves were added for 
its completion. This was some time after the psalter was 
written ; for a series of worm-holes begins on f. 21 1 and not at 
the end of the book. The lining of the back cover is formed by 
the counter-leaf to f. 212 (which has no worm-holes), and here is 
reason to believe that the binding is subsequent to the addition 
of the second litany. Nor does the painting on the edges go 
beyond f. an. 

The calendarial matter also has worm-holes, starting at the end of 
it and working towards the beginning, which are not found in 
the succeeding leaves of the psalter. This gives strong ground 
for believing that the calendar was either taken out of a pre- 
viously existing volume, or that it had remained for some time 
separate from the psalter. The calendar is specifically of 
Norwich Cathedral, the dedication of which is given by the 
original hand. 

An amazing copyist's error is alathee for Mathee on f. 206, and 
probably 'auftine 1 (a martyr, for whom Mr. Cockerell suggests 
'albane') on f. 207 is another mistake. Was the scribe from 
overseas? 

Unhappily the illuminations were cropped before the edges were 
painted. 

The parchment leaves pasted down inside the covers have been 
lifted up for examination since the volume was catalogued, and 
have not been pasted down again— so that at present the recorded 
number of leaves is increased by two. £. W. B. N.]

The parallel account mentioned as being both in Nennius and 
Films Urbagen is part of the Historia Brittonum, an anonymous 
work of British origin, the nucleus of which is not later than the 
first third of the 8th cent., perhaps appreciably earlier still — 
though posterior to Gildas's De excidio. The Historia is best 
represented by the British MSS. which Mommsen {Hist. Brit, 
cum additamentis Nennii) calls H and K (which include the 
' Saxon' genealogies) and his continental MSS. M N (which do 
not contain them). To this class belongs no. 10558. 

From the Historia apparently were taken 4 the corresponding parts 
of the Chartres MS. 98 (Mommsen's Z), which attributes them 
to Filius Urbagen. This ascription may either mean that Filius 
Urbagen had extracted them from the Historia or that he was 
the author of that work. The text agrees most nearly with 
the continental MSS. M N above mentioned, and no. 32562 
is a photographic copy of it 

Apparently in 796, the Historia was edited by Nennius*, who 
made additions and omissions, and whose recension is best 
represented by Mommsen's MSS. C* D', and by an Irish 
translation of which Mommsen gives a Latin version. 

All three of these texts (confounding Gildas's Agitius [- Aetius] 
with Equitius) place Hengist's landing in 347 after the Crucifixion, 
and in the consulship of A. D. 374. But various MSS. of the 
Historia and Nennius alter 347 to 447 or 449, while the Irish 
translation of Nennius has 347 from the Nativity. These are

The Abbe* Munier's observation justifies some further remarks. 

The ornamentation has various strong points of likeness to the French Alexander- 
romances in MS. Bodley 264, finished in 1344. Of these the New Palaeo- 
graphical Society say 'the style of illumination is distinctly French/ 
Nevertheless the surname of the illuminator, Jehan(s) de Grise ( — the Grey), 
is Flemish and specially connected with Bruges ; the text of the romances and 
of the colophon is Picard, which would be the French spoken in Bruges ; and 
a Bruges street called Pieter Scribe's Street in 1480 was called Pieter Gryse's 
Street in 1351 — evidence that a celebrated scribe of that name lived there: see 
Early Bodleian Music % I. xvi. 

The present MS. has heraldic ornamentation, in which only two coats frequently 
occur. In vol. 1 a black cross on a gold field dominates, and one of the 
families which bore it had the French-Flemish name of de Bruges de la 
Gruthuse. It occurs on ff. 21, 30 v , 137, 143 (rider in tourney), 204, and in 
vol. 6 on ff. 44 (warrior), 184. In vol. 2 the dominant coat is a black lion 
rampant on a gold field, and among those who bore it were the counts of 
Flanders, of which Ghent was the chief city. On f. 44 it is borne by a rider 
killing with his sword another whose shield is gu. a chevron couche* arg. issuing 
from the dexter side — which is the shield of Marschalk of Strumpfberg in 
Bavaria : it is also found on fT. 48* (warrior), 7i v , 86 (warrior), I04 v (do.), 
113, 1 £2 (warrior), 100 (doA and in vol. 5 on f. 98. The marginal decoration 
was clearly executed: outside a monastery, and for the eyes of a man, not 
a woman. Was the MS. commissioned by one of the de Bruges de la 
Gruthuse, and after vol. 2 had been begun did he resolve to present it to the 
Count of Flanders ? Note that warriors bearing the respective coats of these 
families are once represented on the same page (f. 44 of vol. 2) which suggests 
a personal relation between them. E. W. B. N.]

The Reggio MSS. form the select and greater part of a collection of 
Hebrew MSS. made by Professor Isaac Samuel Reggio (born Aug. 15, 
1784, at Gorz in Illyria : died Aug. 29, 1855), most of which were 
bought by him in Leghorn before 1828 (Zedner, Auswahl historisehcr 
Stucke, 1840, p. 270). The Bodleian purchased from Os. Schorr in 
1852 (according to Steinschneider) about 72 volumes, now reduced, 
presumably by binding, to 63. The purchase money G£io8) appears 
in the printed Bodleian accounts for Nov. 1852 to Nov. 1853.

(Nob. 24394-24430.) 

The Mendham collection is almost entirely connected with the 
Council of Trent, and its collector, the Rev. Joseph Mendham, wrote 
Memoirs of that Council (Lond. 1834, Supplts. 1836, 1846, &c). He 
was the son of a London merchant, born in 1 769, and came to Oxford 
in 1789 (St Edmund Hall, matr. Jan. 27, 1789, B.A. 1792, M.A. 1795). 
In 1793 he took Holy Orders, and from 1836 till his death on Nov. 1, 
1856, was incumbent of Hill Chapel, Arden, Warwickshire. His literary 
line was controversial theology on the Protestant side, and among his 
works, besides the Memoirs referred to, are an Account of the Indexes, 
both Prohibitory and Expurgatory, of the Church of Rome (1826, &c.) 
and a Life of Pius V (1832, 

By his will he left these MSS. to the Bodleian, and as they were sent 
off from Sutton Coldfield on the morning of Dec. 22, 1856, they must 
have arrived at the Library before the close of that year. In about 
1875 Mr. Coxe made a descriptive handlist of the collection. 



The order in which the manuscripts were placed on the shelves was 
one whjch had little reference either to the natural sequence of the 
volumes or to the composition of the collection l . In the following 
catalogue the collection of twenty-eight volumes relating to the Council 
of Trent, purchased by Mr. Mendham in 1832, are first taken in their

HAMILTON MSS., a.d. 1857. 

(Nob. 24431 24488.) 

The Hamilton MSS. are believed to have entirely belonged to 
monasteries in Erfurt. Many certainly formed part of the library of 
the ancient Benedictine monastery of St. Peter and St. Paul, secularized 
in 1803, and some of that of the Carthusian house of St. Salvator 
founded in 1372. When the French took Erfurt on Oct. 16, 1806, 
the monastic libraries were spoiled, and many MSS. burnt as fuel or 
otherwise destroyed. At last Count von Bulow bought some which had 
escaped these perils, and after his death (probably in 1836) some of 
them were purchased by a Mr. John Broad, who had been a student 
tinder Sir William Hamilton at Edinburgh, and who at some time 
before 1841 presented them to his former master, knowing his interest 
in everything relating to Luther, who had studied at the University and 
Augustinian house at Erfurt In that year Mr. Broad issued a short 
1 Catalogus codicum manuscriptomm ex bibliotheca Hamiltoniana ' 
(Berolini, 1841, 8°;, with a preface in which he gives some of the above 
details and states that 'complures hujus collectionis codices' were for 
long preserved * in claustro Novae Zellae ' (Neu-Zell near Guben), but 
only three (nos. 24432, 24450, 24456) at present bear any proof of this 
provenance. Of the 58 (really 59) there catalogued, all except nos. 12 
(Thomas Aquinas, Prima Secundae, foil. 323) and 47 (Concordantiae 
Biblicae — Informatio legendi in utroque jure, &c.) can be identified, 
57 and 58 being presumably two out of nos. 2, 26, and 42 : twelve are 
certainly from the Benedictine monastery, and twenty-one from the 
Carthusian. 

After Sir William Hamilton's death on May 6, 1856, his sons, Sir 
WilL Stirling Hamilton and Hubert Hamilton, M.A., gave the MSS. 
to the Bodleian ' in memoriam et ex votis patris sui,' and they were 
received in June, 1857.

Thirty-five volumes, described as ' a selection from the celebrated 
collection of Persian manuscripts formerly belonging to Sir Gore 
Ouseley, Bart./ were purchased in 1858 for ^500 : of these, twenty-five 
may be the volumes marked with two stars preceding the Ouseley 
number in the following catalogue. The rest of the Ouseley Additions 
collection (also almost all Persian) cannot be certainly accounted for, 
but of the total number (183) eighty-three certainly belonged to 
Sir Gore Ouseley (for whom, see vol. iv. p. 664), and are marked with 
one or two asterisks preceding the Ouseley number in this catalogue ; 
and sixteen belonged to Mr. J. B. Elliott (for whom, see page 72 
below : marked with an asterisk following the Ouseley number). 
It is possible that Sir Gore's son, Sir Frederick Gore Ouseley, sold 
some of his father's Persian MSS. to the Library at various times, and 
also that a supplementary consignment of Elliott MSS., which arrived 
in i860, were placed here and not merged in the Elliott collection. It 
is certain that the * Ouseley Adds.' were not used as a repository of mis- 
cellaneous MSS. received from time to time, and probable that all 
belonged either to Sir Gore Ouseley or to Elliott or in some cases (as 
no. 89) to both. Two apparently identical eatalogues of Sir Gore 
Ouseley's MSS. (one dated 1852 and 'sent by Dr. Forbes,' the other 
with Elliott's notes) were presented to the Library in 1859 : the list 
contains 477 entries, but seems to include few of the thirty-five 
mentioned above.

M. Guglielmo Libri (count Libri-Carrucci) was born at Florence in 
1803, and became Professor of Mathematical Physics at Pisa in 1823. 
Soon after 1830 he was expelled from Italy for holding liberal opinions 
in politics, and became naturalized in France, and in 1833 was elected 
a Member of the Institute. In about 1847 he was accused of stealing 
valuable books, both manuscript and printed, from public libraries in 
France, and there is a large literature about the Affaire Libri. In 1850 
he was found guilty, but as he was domiciled in England from 1848 till 
1868 he escaped the penalties pronounced; and died at Fiesole on 
Sept. 28, 1869. M. Leopold Delisle has fully demonstrated that many 
MSS. in Libri's library were abstracted from public collections, but all 
the important volumes of this character were purchased privately by 
Lord Ashburnham in 1849, and some of these found their way back to 
France by an exercise of international courtesy in 1883. 

The following catalogue deals with seventy MSS. purchased at the 
Libri sale at Messrs. Sotheby's rooms in London on March 28-April 4, 
1859, in the order of the sale-catalogue.

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Many of Sir Gore Ouseley's MSS. (see vol. iv. p. 664, and p. 40 of 
this volume) were acquired by John Bardoe Elliott, Esq., of the Bengal 
Civil Service, who was forming his Oriental library (almost entirely of 
Persian books) from 1801 to 1859, largely (as Sir Gore had done) at 
Lucknow. Mr. Fitz-Edward Hall suggested to Mr. Elliott that his 
collection, which he had bequeathed by will to the British Museum, 
would more fitly be joined to the other Ouseley collections in the 
Bodleian, and accordingly all the more important were sent to England 
in seven boxes and were received by the Library in Sept. or Oct. 1859, 
the date of the letter of presentation being April 22 in that year. Un- 
fortunately the Gore Ouseley MSS. were not kept separate by Mr. Elliott, 
and can now be only partly distinguished by evidences in the volumes 
themselves (and are marked by an asterisk preceding the Elliott number): 
while some of the less important Elliott MSS. were dispersed by auction 
in India. A supplementary box of MSS. arrived in March, 1860, and 
the contents were perhaps put in the Ouseley Adds, collection (see 
p. 40, above). A further valuable gift of Oriental coins and weapons 
came in Dec. 1859. The history of the Elliott and two Ouseley 
collections is interesting as showing how dispersed collections may 
occasionally be reunited, and how the possession of a part may lead to 
the ultimate acquisition by donation of the whole, and even more than 
the whole.

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ASHMOLEAN MSS., a.d. i860. 
(ASHMOLE, WOOD, LISTER, DUGDALE, AUBREY.) 



In 1858 the Visitors of the Ashmolean Museum offered to transfer 
to the Bodleian the printed books, coins, MSS., and antiquities which 
had accumulated in the Museum since its foundation in 1683. This 
offer was accepted in respect of all the collections except the antiquities, 
and in i860 the transfer to the Library took place. The manuscript 
part chiefly consisted of the Ashmole, Wood, Lister, Dugdale, and 
Aubrey collections, a separate account of each of which follows, so far 
as they were not included in the Old Catalogue of 1697. 

A. Ashmolean MSS. in the Ashmole series (25166-25205), 
The true Ashmole MSS. will be dealt with in vol. ii of the present 
Summary Catalogue, which is intended to be the latter part of a new 
edition of the Old Catalogue of 1697. In that catalogue the Ashmole 
MSS. occupy nos. 6616-8465, but each part of each MS. being arranged 
by subject, except in the twenty-three last, the real number of MSS, is 
much less than the above figures would lead one to suppose, being 
under 750, even if some printed volumes with manuscript matter be 
included In W. H. Black's elaborate Catalogue of the MSS. bequeathed 
by Elias Ashmole, also of some additional MSS. (1845), the numbers 
appear to run from ' 1 ' to i 1828/ but over 1000 volumes in this series 
are omitted, as being printed books, which have always stood among 
the MSS. and are still so arranged. To find the exact correspon- 
dence of each O. C. number with the present Ashmole collection is 
a matter of much time and labour, which cannot be carried through 
before the preparation of vol. ii, but it may be stated that, in general, 
the O. C. numbers correspond with nos. c 1 9 to 4 1799/ anc * that no 
O. C reference can be found for any volume bearing a higher number 
than the latter. 

Of the 112 'MSS.' bearing numbers between 1 and 1799, which 
cannot at present be identified as bearing Old Catalogue numbers, 



(Mob. 25166-25293.) 
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about twenty-seven are printed books with manuscript pieces or notes 
in them, and thirty-three are rolls or single sheets of parchment or the 
like (classes likely to be passed over in the Old Catalogue), while several 
of the rest are kindred in form and contents to volumes already 
identified : in all these cases the volumes may well have been in the 
Ashmolean in 1697. In fact, the only MSS. which are presumably 
later than that year are nos. 33, 304, and 1537, and those now bearing 
a higher mark than 1 799 : which are described below. The rest may 
fairly be left to be dealt with in vol. ii. Nos. 25184-88, 25191-92 
(Lhuyd's Correspondence), have been very inadequately described in the 
Quarto Catalogue by Black: and as nos. 25202-3, which are part of 
the same correspondence had to be described, as well as the Wood 
correspondence (25213-9, &c), it was thought well to include in the 
present catalogue the chief writers in the above volumes, the whole 
forming, it may be hoped, a substantial addition to the indexes of 
English literary correspondence from about 1660 to 17 10: see also 
nos. 25230-1, 25286-7.

time. The volume exhibits some ingenuity and skill in drawing : the 
writer's name occurs on foil.

Dr. Martin Lister, Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
physician to queen Anne, and author of the Hisloria Conchyliorum 
(1685-92), who died on Feb. 2, 171^, was a considerable benefactor to 
the Ashmolean Museum, and by his will left to it all his books and 
copperplates. Part of his correspondence (nos. 25263-6) and perhaps 
some of the personal papers came to the Museum by the gift of 
dr. George Fothergill in 1 769 : and some other volumes now in Lister 
are later than his time. The University of Oxford granted him the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine by diploma on March 5, i68j : and his 
name was placed in gold letters over the door of the Library at the 
Museum as the chief benefactor to it next to Ashmole himself. In 
1694-5 and 1695-6 the Vice-Chancellor's accounts show money paid 
for the carriage of volumes presented to the Ashmolean by Lister.

John Aubrey (b. 1626, matr. at Trinity College, Oxford, 1642, 
Student at the Middle Temple, London, 1646, d. at Oxford, 1697) 
was a benefactor to the Ashmolean Museum, and presented to it at 
various times most of the following MSS. The best account of them 
and their donor is in John Britton's Memoir of John Aubrey (London, 
1845). Some of the following 1 Aubrey ' MSS. are later than his time : 
and his important work entitled Monumenta Britanniae (now MSS. 
Aubrey 14-15) was acquired by the Bodleian in 1836. On the other 
hand a few of his MSS. were given to the Ashmolean in time to be treated 
in the Old Catalogue of 1697, and are nos. 6543 (Horae), 6544 
(Zecorbeni), 6545 (Musica), 6546 (Villare), 7542 (Nat Hist, of Wilts), 
8073 (Easton Piers), 8312 (Faber Fortunae). In 1675 he gave to the 
Bodleian MS. e Mus. 149 (O. C. 3659 ; Matthew of Westminster).

Montagu Montagu, R.N., who had entered the navy 
in 1799, died at Bath towards the end of July, and in accordance with 
an intention expressed to the Curators in 1858, bequeathed to the 
Library the following collection of MSS., largely autographs from the 
Upcott and Wilson sales, together with a series of grangerized works, 
and about 600 other printed volumes. The collection arrived chiefly in 
April, 1864.

These appear to be represented 
by MSS. Wilson 541-71 : and two are added at the end (MSS. Wilson 
572-3), which belonged to Wilson and the former of which came to 
the Library through prof. Max Miiller after Wilson's death. The 1865 
purchase consists of material in the shape of English translations and 
indexes for an examination of the contents of all the Puranas, made for 
Wilson between 1823 and 1832. There is a detailed catalogue of these 
(except nos. 25485, 25491), among other Sanskrit MSS., compiled by 
dr. M. Winternitz in 1896-7, and preserved in manuscript in the 
Library.

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GOUGH NICHOLS MSS., a.d. 1874, &c. 

(Hos. 25510-25561.) 

John Gough Nichols, born May 22, 1806, was the third of a line of 
literary printers (being eldest son of John Bowyer Nichols, 1 779-1863, 
who was eldest son of John Nichols, 1 745-1826) : his second name was 
due to the circumstance that Richard Gough, the antiquary, was his 
godfather. He was one of the founders of the Camden Society, and 
editor of the Gentleman's Magazine in 1851-56, as well as author of 
many antiquarian books. After his death on Nov. 14, 1873, there 
were two sales of his library, in Dec. 1874 and in April, 1879, and at 
the former the Bodleian bought most of the following MSS. ; which 
are chiefly connected with Richard Gough, the great benefactor to the 
Library, and were kept together as a collection until about 1884. The 
last five volumes, however, of the following series seem to have come 
in after 1874. Many of the letters in the following MSS. have been 
printed in Nichols's Literary Anecdotes or Literary Illustrations.

The following volumes comprise a large part of the older series of 
records of the three Archdeaconries which now form the diocese 
of Oxford, that is to say Berkshire, Buckingham and Oxford, as well 
as of the Peculiars within their limits. The papers relating to the 
first two were transferred in or soon after 1837 from the dioceses of 
Salisbury and Lincoln respectively to the old Court of the Archdeacon 
of Oxford, and when a new Archidiaconal registry was built, the whole 
mass was transferred with the consent of the Archdeacon of Oxford 
to the Bodleian, in 1878 \ They were gradually arranged between then 
and 1890 by W. H. Turner and W. F. Thurland, and as now bound 
afford valuable material for the ecclesiastical history of Oxfordshire 
and Berkshire, and, to a much smaller extent, of Buckinghamshire : see 
a paper by Turner in the Proceedings of the Oxford Architectural and 
Historical Society, N.S., iii. 130, in which extracts are given showing 
the kind of information to be derived from these and similar records 
of the diocese.

The Rigaud papers are the collections of Stephen Peter Rigaud, 
Savilian professor at Oxford from 18 10 to 1839, and ajso Radcliffe 
Observer from 1827. He came of a French Protestant family, and was 
a son of Stephen Rigaud, Observer at Kew. Born in 1774, he was 
educated at Richmond and Exeter college, Oxford (matr. Apr. 15, 1791, 
B.A. 1797, M.A. 1799: Fellow of the college, 1794-1810). He was 
especially interested in the historical side of science, and is best known 
for his editions of Bradley's Life and Letters (1831-33) and of Corre- 
spondence of Scientific Men of the Seventeenth Century, a posthumous 
work (1841-62). After his death on March 16, 1839, his astronomical 
books were purchased for the Radcliffe Observatory, and his miscel- 
laneous library was sold, but his other scientific and literary collections 
devolved ultimately to his sons John and Gibbes Rigaud, who jointly 
presented them in 1874 to the Savile Library. In that year the latter 
made a descriptive catalogue of the papers (see no. 26267).

SCHLAGINTWEIT MSS., a.d. 1885.

Early in 1885 dr. Emil Schlagintweit of Zweibrucken, Bavaria, 
offered for sale to the Bodleian a collection of over a hundred MSS. 
and block books, chiefly Tibetan, which had been collected in Tibet in 
1855-8 by A. H. and R. de Schlagintweit. They were purchased on 
March 7, 1885, for £120, and two short catalogues were received at 
about the same time : a more elaborate one by dr. Schlagintweit 
followed ten years later. The following is a list of the MSS. received, 
to which however the usual brief descriptions are not appended, from 
the difficulty of expressing them shortly.

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MUSIC SCHOOL MSS. (including Music School 
Exercises), a.d. 1885. 

(TTos. 26342-27119.) 

William Heather (B. & D. Mus. May 17, 1622, died 1627, the friend 
of William Camden) founded the professorship of Music in 1626, and 
provided also the nucleus of a Music School library in connexion with 
it, by bequeathing certain books printed and manuscript, of which two 
lists still exist. The library grew by gradual accretion, and at last in 
1885 was transferred by a statute to the Bodleian. The manuscript 
part is especially rich in English music from the Restoration to the % end 
of the eighteenth century, including a complete set of Boyce's Odes for 
the King's Birthday and the New Year, 1755-79 (nos. 26694-822). 
Foreign composers, especially Italian, are also represented. A few 
were bequeathed by Richard Rawlinson in 1755 (nos. 26896-901). 
A list of all the books in the School in 1682 hangs, framed and glazed, 
on the School walls, with dr. Heather's lists. 

The only catalogue of the Library, other than the lists mentioned 
above, is one made in about 1855 by the rev. Robert Hake, then 
chaplain of New College. It is a particularly detailed and satisfactory 
work, and includes the printed books, with indexes : but the large body 
of Music School Exercises is omitted. 

There are then three manuscript music collections in the Bodleian : 
(1 the * MSS. Mus.,' the proper Bodleian series, most of which is the 
Wight bequest of 1801 (nos. 16670-878), (2) the 'MSS. Mus. Sen.* 
transferred in 1885 to the Bodleian, and here catalogued, and (3) the 
' MSS. Mus. Sch. Ex./ exercises for Oxford musical degrees, strictly 
part of the Music School library and transferred with it, also here cata- 
logued (nos. 26918-271 19). The first and third of these collections 
are still added to from time to time.

These Sanskrit, Prakrit, and Hindi MSS. were bought in 1887 from 
dr. E. Hultzsch, epigraphist of the Archaeological Survey, Madras, for 
£200. They were described by their owner in vol. xl of the Zettschrift 
derdeutschen morgenlandischen Gesellschaft (Leipzig, 1886) with an intro- 
duction, also separately issued with the title ' Ueber eine Sammlung 
indischer Handschriften und Inschriften. Von E. Hultzsch ' (80 pages, 
including some inscriptions). The MSS. there catalogued were 483, of 
which 465 were offered for sale, now represented by 437 on the shelves. 
In view of the length of the separate titles and the publication of the 
printed catalogue it has seemed sufficient in lieu of printing a title in 
each case, to arrange the MSS. in the order of the printed list, preserving 
the original numbering and classes.

The first 8716 numbers of the present Summary Catalogue are con- 
tained in the Catalogi Librorum Manuscriptorum Anglice et Hibernice, 
cum Indice (' 1697 '), which was no doubt published late in 1698, the 
dedication being dated 14 Kal. Jan., 1697 (i.e. Dec. 19, 1697), but the 
preface Id. Sept. 1698 (i. e. Sept 13, 1698). Almost the whole of the 
body of the Catalogue had however been printed by about 1695, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Humphrey Wanley who wrote the indexes and 
preface, and in accordance with this we find a MS. given by Anderson 
in 1695 (MS. Bodl. 598) only just finds a place close to the end of the 
Catalogue (no. 8709), and the Lydyat MSS. given by Dr. Coward in the 
same year (see below) are not found in it at all. The Old Catalogue 
may therefore be regarded as containing the MSS. acquired from the 
foundation of the Library until 1695, and the series which here follows 
as commencing with that year. 



Thomas Lydyat, of New college, Oxford, chronographer to Henry 
prince of Wales, died in 1646, and his MSS. passed to dr. John 
Lamphire who died in 1688. l5r. William Coward, whose mother was 
a sister of dr. Lamphire, presented fifteen of the Lydyat MSS. and one 
by Degory Whear (d. 1647) to the Bodleian in 169$, according to a 
note in no. 27558. They are catalogued in the Old Catalogue, torn. 1, 
part 2, p. 86. No. 27708 is another Lydyat volume, which reached 
the Bodleian independently, at an uncertain date.

Each play is preceded by a metrical 
argument and has short rubrics at beginning and end ; and each except 
the first by a prose argument, entitled on fol. 33 v * Glosa subsequentis 
libri,' and (in uncial letters, red and green) by the antique titulus, uncial 
being also in some cases used for the metrical argument and not for the 
titulus. Some prose notes are occasionally inserted in a smaller hand, 
where the drawings allowed room. 

Many capitals are coloured, and some finely illuminated. But the 
feature of the volume is a series of ink-drawings, slightly tinted with 
brown, which precede almost every scene, often introducing several 
figures and executed with great care and spirit on an extremely antique 
modeL The figures in all cases bear masks, and a set of thirteen masks 
of various kinds is drawn, within an architectural frame, on fol. 3, facing 
a drawing of Terence in an oval, supported by two figures of players. 
The manuscript in fact ranges with the Vatican MS. no. 3868, the 
Paris MS. (Bibl. Nat., Anc. Fonds Lat. no. 7899), and the Ambrosian 
(H. 75 infra), all three of the tenth century at latest The pictures in 
all these are from some ancient archetype, and recall with more or less 
accuracy the actual appearance of the actors on the Roman stage. The 
figures in the present MS. are nearer to the Vatican than to the Paris 
or Ambrosian MS., but more modernized than the others. The text is 
Calliopian, and in a few cases the rubric ' Calliopius recensui ' occurs. 
FoL 119 is a single leaf of an early 12th cent. MS., containing part of 
Priscian de Metris Comicis, in which Terence is referred to (' Nam 
primus & tertius— pellem inauratam arietis , ). 
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M r . T. W. Jackson, M.A., Fellow of Worcester college, Oxford, was 
the first to discover that this MS., which had escaped the indexes of the 
Bodleian until about 1878, was the lost Codex Dunelmensis or D of bp. 
John Leng (Terentius, Cambr. 1701), and the Codex veterrimus of 
Bentley. He considers that the text resembles that of the Paris MS., 
but is not copied from it, and that the style of the drawings — in which 
he detects several hands — points to Winchester as a possible provenance. 
In some points he finds a close connexion with the illustrations in the 
Latin Bible now at Winchester— which however was not necessarily 
written there.

2 : towards the end of 
this prefatory matter comes ' usque ad tempus presentis opusculi compi- 
latoris, quod fuit anno ab Incarnacione Domini m° ccc° xx° iii°.' The 
text beg. 'Gens igitur Saxonum siue Anglorum a Vortigerno rege 
Britonum inuitata ' : ends, there being no break at a. d. 1323, ' concessa 
est medietas decime a clero domino regi ' in a. d. i 388. Documents 
are quoted, as at p. 182 'Leges sancti regis Edwardi.' At p. 175 are 
eleven verses descriptive of sixteen chief English towns (beg. 'Ilia

'Incipit de Archiepiscopis Cantuariensibus,' from 
Augustine to Simon de Mepham's death in 1333: beg. ' Augustinus 
a papa Gregorio primo Britanniam missus.'

Ellis) vi. 1240-41. Wharton used this MS., which then belonged to 
'amicus quidam,' and Brit. Mus. MS. Cotton. Vesp. E. 16 (fol. 26, 
&c.) was copied from it, cf. ibid. Cleop. D. 9 (fol. 7i v ). 

In all parts of this volume a 16th cent, and other hands have added 
marginal notes, usually calling attention to passages relating to Lich- 
field : and the fly leaves consist of (i)an original bull of pope Urban vi, 
dated Oct. 2, 1382, settling a dispute about the succession to the rectory 
of Bebington in Cheshire : (2) on the same leaves, a draft of an agree- 
ment relating to property of the nunnery of St. Mary at Fairwell, 
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March 22, if (?) : (3) a leaf formed out of part of a roll of accounts 
of the Cathedral at Lichfield, perhaps of about a. d. 1400.

The original register of the proceedings of the Committee for 
Plundered Ministers, appointed by the Parliament of England in 1642, 
divided according to counties, of England and (in a few cases) Wales, 
see index at end of each volume. The dates contained in each volume 
are: — July 26, 1645-May 1646 : (27620) May-Dec. 1646: Oct. 1646- 
Apr. 1647 (see below) : Oct 1647-March 164$ : March 1645-Dec.

There are lists of religious orders at foil. 43, 46 ; names of the 72 
disciples, fol. 66 v ; lists of books which bear on Carmelite history, 
fol. 156 ; and indexes of names of persons, foil, ii, vi. At fol. i76 v are 
some acrostics on the name of the order. The latest dates mentioned 
seem to be 1522 on fol. i33 v , and 1523 on fol. i36 v . 'Telos per 
Baleum' or some similar note occurs on foil. 58, 72 v , 9i v , 103* 2i7 Y . 

On foil. 202-3, 209-16 of this volume had been written (in the 
Netherlands) in about a. d. 1500 an 'Epilogatio breuis de vitis . . .

This MS. has had a curious history. Chrysanthus, Patriarch of Jerusalem, 
commissioned sir Robert Sutton, in May 1715, when both were at 
Constantinople, to present the volume to the University of Oxford (in 
the hope it might print the work) through dr. Arthur Charlett, Master 
of University college. A copy of a letter from the Patriarch to the 
University in Greek (with a Latin translation), May 171 5, which gives 
some account of Zernichaus, and also a copy (by Charlett) of part of 
fine from sir R. Sutton to dr. Charlett, Sept. 30, 17 15, precede the text. 
The original letter from Sutton is in no. 10797, foi. 100. Charlett 
received the letter in June 1716, but perhaps retained the volume till his 
death, in 1722, as it is entered in the Benefactors' Register under that 
year.

The name of the person for whom these devotions were compiled is 
given on foil.

This may be 
Eleanor (Nevil), grand-daughter of John of Gaunt, baroness Poynings, 
who married Henry (Percy) earl of Northumberland, and died in 1482.

English engraving, an Image of Pity, nearly identical with the one 
described by Henry Bradshaw in the Cambr. Antiqu. Society's 
Communications, iii (1879), PP- 1 48-91 but the words of the Indulgence 
are almost erased.

At this point some miscellaneous MSS. may conveniently be recorded, 
since there are three records by which we can place them as certainly 
aquired not later than 1747, that is to say before dr. Owen's librarian- 
ship. 

On Nov. 4, 1747 dr. Robert Fysher, Bodley's Librarian, died, and 
on Nov. 10 the rev. Humphrey Owen succeeded to his place. (A) One 
of the last acts of dr. Fysher must have been to cause to be transcribed 
into a new interleaved copy of the Bodleian part of the Old Catalogue 
of 1697 (in two volumes) all the entries of acquired MSS. which had 
teen recorded in an old interleaved copy (in one volume) of the same. 
This was certainly done in 1747, and a comparison of the two shows

date. (B) Also, the new Librarian wrote a list of several ' MSS. &c 
found in the two little Studies in the Library [i. e. in Museolis Biblio- 
thecarii et Hypo-Bibliothecarii] Nov. 1747, which I do not find enter'd, 
or that they belong to any setts in the Library.' (C) There is also an 
old list of Archive C in which the first 84 entries (Arch. C. 1-84) are in 
Hearne's hand, who ceased to be Sub-Librarian de facto in 17 16. 
Among these 22 are MSS. which come within the scope of the Summary 
Catalogue and are accordingly here catalogued,

actual date of acquisition is made, without expressed reasons, it is based 
on a consideration of the press-marks borne by the book, on the 
assumption that it was referenced soon after it reached the Library.

John Hudson and published in vol. iii. of his Geographic veteris 
Scriptores Grceci minores &>c. (Oxon. 17 12). 

No doubt presented by Hudson in 171 2 or 17 13, when the printed edition 
was published.

' Batavi in Britannia hospitis Otia Oxoniensia m.dc.xc. ' : thirty essays

A note in Hearne's hand testifies that the author was Hadrian Bever- 
land. A list of the essays is at fol. 93 : specimens of the titles are, 
v. Circumcisio vindicata Abrahamo, vi. De Baptismo vntp tS>p vacpav, xxi. 
Kvafwi Upol, xxiii. Auris Batava, xxix. Aulus Cornelius Celsus. 

This volume probably came to the Library shortly after Beverland's death, 
in 1712 or 1713.

Six of the seven genuine Epistles of Ignatius (Ad Smyrnaeos, ad

Trallianos), with the three spurious Epistles (Mariae ad Ignatium, 
Ignatii ad Mariam, Ignatii ad Tarsenses (foil. i6 v , 18, 19, the last 
imperfect at end), all with marginal emendations. An autograph note 
of Antonio Maria Salvini at fol. 1 shows that he copied the volume from 
a Medicean MS. at Florence (plut. LVII, cod. vii, p. 242) in Jan. 1707 
for sir Henry Newton, who communicated it to Charles Aldrich in time 
for his edition of Ignatii Epistola septem genuine (Oxon. 1708). 

The MS. probably came to the Library between 1713 and 171 5.

The volume was originally entered in the Library books 
as ' Aldrichius in Josephum,' which appears to be an entire misnomer, 
partly due to confusion with Adrichomius.

A note in one old 
handlist seems to suggest that it is the same volume as O. C. 2916 : so 
no number is assigned to it.)

A subject index to the Bible in the form of examples or precepts 
illustrating chiefly moral qualities.

secondly, the examples, &c. are arranged under each subject in the 
order in which they occur in the Bible. Each paragraph throughout 
the work is marked at the side with * A,' 1 B,' &c. to 1 Z/ the first 
alphabet having 1 littera 1' at the top of the pages, the second alphabet 
having 1 littera 2/ and so on to ' littera 55/ The alphabetical index of 
subjects (fol i2o v ) is therefore able to use references such as 'n E/ 
' 25 T,' exactly resembling what is perhaps the only modern work marked 
in the same way, Robert Watt's Bibliotheca Britannica (1824). 

The prologue beg. ' Tantarum virtutum insignijs,' the first paragraph 
of the work beg. • De Abstinencia.

This is a Harmony of the Four Gospels, 
with marginal references, believed to have been translated from a 
Latin original by John Wycliffe. The order both of leaves and writing 
in foil. 90-97 is curiously disturbed. On foil. 1 70-181 is a liturgical 
table (added), for using the preceding work.

by H. Hody : 13 J x of in., i + 1 29 leaves. 

Collectanea of dr. Humphrey Hody (d. 1707), relating to the early 
religion, literature and geography of Palestine, Greece and Egypt. 
These largely consist of notes and extracts from sacred and classical 
authors, and partly of incomplete dissertations. There are breaks of 
general subject at foil. 25, 62, and a kind of index on foil. 98-107, 126 : 
but there is little sequence of argument or matter. Hody himself seems 
to have paged the greater part of the volume from 1 to 212 and to have 
called it 'Collectanea in Folio* (fol. 98). 

This volume probably formed part of the Hody bequest received in a. d. 
1707, and in that case should have been grouped with nos. 8887-8907 : 
but as all his other volumes (except an Index) were in quarto or octavo, 
this MS. became separated from the rest, and in 1747 Humphrey

No. 27720 consists of lists under 
a large number of heads (not alphabetically arranged) for the faculty of 
Arts (which included philosophy, history, music, mathematics, and the 
like), and was compiled in about 1625-30, but there is one entry of 
1671, on fol. 55, cf. 68. No. 27721 is perhaps of about 1620, and con- 
tains lists under a large number of headings in alphabetical order for 
Civil Law. In both the titles and press-marks are given, and in the 
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former often the date also is stated and some MSS. are included. These 
volumes may be part of a general scheme of subject indexes for the 
Bodleian, such as was VerneuiPs for Theology, published in 1635. 

'Charles Gandy * (or 'gaudij '), and * r. APAEN,' both 17th cent., are on 
the covers of no. 27721. These books may have come in with 
dr. Hody*s MSS. in 1 707, but there is no.direct evidence that they did.

(2) Pepin, (3) Hugh the Great, to the death of Charles v, a. d. 1380. 
The plan is to quote passages from chronicles, and where they are in 
Latin to subjoin a French translation : occasionally the compiler writes 
a section or discusses a historical question. The work was compiled 
for Charles, count of Maine, governor of Languedoc, and in the time 
of Charles vii, which fixes the date as between 1443 and 1461 : this 
copy was made later for a person who bore the arms (or crest), argent 
a lion rampant gules, crowned, langued and armed or (Beaumont, or 
Gouyon ?), with the motto ' Sy mieulx non pys* (Seyturier? : foil. 1, 72, 
89, 15 1 v , i65 v ). The text begins (after a preface explaining the object 
of the work, and some encomiums of France) 1 Origo regum Francorum. 
Post illud famosum et cunctis . . . notum Troiane ciuitatis excidium ' : 
an account of Mohammed begins on fol. 72, and a discussion about 
the temporal power of the pope on fol. 20o y . At fol. 218 follows 'des 
choses qui appartiennent a loffice et decence de la dignite royal.* 
MSS. Francois 15456-7 in the Bibliothfeque Nationale at Paris seem to 
be similar to this, in some respects. 

Fifteen large miniatures illustrating the volume are at foil. 1, 72, 75, 
89, 108, 117, 125, 127*, 143*, *47, i5°> I 5 lV » l6 5 v >*73» 185: they are 
fine in style and well preserved. 

[May not this magnificent MS. be the Count of Maine's own copy ? 
as the heraldic banner and motto are not part of the original border- 
ornamentation, but have been painted over it. The illumination on f. 1 73 
depicts the Pope sending a consecrated banner to William of Normandy, 
and the battle of Hastings. The bag is probably much older than the 
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present binding : it is in a complicated stitch, and till recent repair 
was in a very damaged state.

13 i v the 
paragraph about Nicodemus is omitted with the note (written with 
a metal stilus) 'Hie scriptum in pluribus libris historia Nichodemi, 
quia in hoc pascha uenit ad Ihesum & sic etiam habet tabula & est 
capitulum 73 & incipit Erat autem homo & positum statim post habitum 
bix fecisse creditor? 

On fol. 171 v (a fly-leaf) is 'Liber magistri Thome Galyn [?]/ early 
1 5th cent. There is a printed label 4 e legat. Caroli Godwyn. S. T. B., 
Coll. Ball. Soc. m dcc lxx.'

7 x j^in., iv+ 207 leaves : illuminated, see below : binding, red morocco 
with gold ornament on back (French, 18th cent.). 

Hours of the Virgin, according to the use of Rome (fol. 30), preceded 
by a French Calendar (fol. 1), sequences from the four Gospels (fol. 13), 
and the prayers Obsecro te and O intemerata (fol. 21) ; and followed by 
the Penitential Psalms and Litany (fol. 126), 4 Les Vigiiies des Mors' 
(fol. 147), and seven Memoriae (fol. io7 v ), the last being imperfect 
through the loss of one or two leaves at end. The Hours of the Cross 
and of the Holy Spirit are worked into the Hours of the Virgin at 
foil. 64 v , 66, &c. There is very little that is locally distinctive in the 
calendar (or elsewhere) except that it is clearly French, but St. Gene- 
vieve (twice), St. Eloi, St. Marcel (Nov. 3), and St. Leu (Lupus), are 
in gold, St. ' Riulle ' (Regulus) is found, &c. The volume may have 
been made for use in Paris. 

There are thirteen full-page miniatures and many smaller ones, with 
borders to every page in geometrical style. Each month in the calendar 
has two small miniatures, a sign of the Zodiac, and an occupation 
suitable to the time.

Registrum Brevium, a collection of legal forms (often copies of actual 
documents), useful to any one practising in the law courts. A few 
forms have been added in the 15th cent, at fol. 29o v . There is no title 
or list of contents.

Long colophons in each volume 
state that the scribe was Heinrich Kunn or Kun of c Slewecz,' and that 
he wrote the book at Nuremberg in 1441-42. 

The binding is of dark red leather, with five heavy ornamental bosses 
of brass on each side and double leather clasps with brass attachments, 
German work of about a. d. 1700. Two outer cases of leather on mill- 
board (measuring 18 J x 14 in., with gold ornament, 18th cent English 
work) bear the arms : — quarterly, 1st and 4th az. three mullets, 2nd 
and 3rd gules a lion rampant crowned holding in his fore-paws a banner 
with the cross of St. George, over all an escutcheon crowned bearing or 
three martlets. The whole is surmounted by a marquis's coronet, (he 
supporters are eagles, and below is the collar of some order from which 
is pendent an elephant carrying a castle and driver.

In this year Mr. James Basire presented an 1 Account of the Plates 
to Mr. Gough's Sepulchral Monuments. MS.' This cannot readily be 
found, but is probably in nos. 17579-87 or 17622. In March, 181 1, 
he was paid 100 guineas for cleaning and arranging about 380 of the 
plates in question. 



In March, 18 10, the Prince of Wales (afterwards George iv) pre- 
sented to the library (1) four burnt rolls of papyri, brought from Hercu- 
laneum, one of which was unrolled at Naples in 1883-4, together with 
(2) many facsimile copies in pencil of inedited rolls, and other papers, 
the results of the literary mission of the rev. John Hayter who had been 
sent out to Naples by the Prince in 180 1-6. The collection is sup- 
posed to have been formed by, and contains several works of, Philo- 
demus the Epicurean. The gift was actually received at Oxford in 
March, 181 1. The whole of the facsimiles, which are now in many 
cases far superior to the originals, have been either engraved, photo- 
graphed or otherwise reproduced, as is shown by an elaborate list of 
them printed in 1889, a copy of which is pasted in each volume. The 
tenth volume was no doubt added to the rest soon after 181 1.

Topography (1780), prepared for a third edition by many corrections in 
Gough's hand, and with a very large number of additional papers,

(a set of proofs is in the Bodleian, ending in Cheshire) when the great 
fire took place at the publisher John Nichols* warehouse on Feb. 8, 1808, 
and destroyed the impression.

They were bought from sir John English 
Dolben of Finedon in Northamptonshire for ^40 5*. His great uncle 
was archbp. John Dolben (d. 1686), who married a niece of archbp.

The Sutherland Collection (see Macray's Annals of the Bodleian, 
2nd ed., pp. 331-5) which had been presented in 1837 came 
to the Library in this year, and besides an immense number of 
engravings of persons and places illustrating Clarendon's History 
of the Rebellion and Burnet's History of My Own Times, contains 
many original drawings and paintings, all of which are catalogued 
and indexed in the Sutherland Catalogue (1837-8). For instance, 
Thomas Athow (about a.d.

At fol. iii is a note on the MS. written early in the 19th cent., which 
implies that this MS. once belonged to the monastery of St. Emmeran 
at Ratisbon : the rev. H. O. Coxe thought it probably written for the 
use of Tours. The rev. H. M. Bannister made a special study of the 
volume in 1898 and came to the conclusion that the Sacramentary, 
or at least the calendar, was written for St. Alban's at Mainz, that it is 
a copy of a MS. older than the calendar, and that probably the scribe 
(and illuminator?) were monks of or from St. Gall (the neums on 
foil. 36 v , 37 r and illuminations are of the St. Gall type, and an office 
for the ' Vigilia sancti Galli confessoris ' as well as his 4 Natale,' occurs 
at fol. i2i v ). After comparison with the similar MSS. at Mainz and 
Donaueschingen he would now (1902) call this valuable MS. an * imper- 
fectly fused Hadriano-Gregorian sacramentary' and ascribe it to the 
second half of the 9th century.

1200), referring 
probably to the Cistercian abbey of Aulne near Liege in Belgium.

Peter aud Paul, was in 11 44 in 
the occupation of 1 Clerici communis vitae,' who in that year became 
Augustinian ; but in 1 147 it was made over to the Cistercians, and 
organized from Clairvaux.

In 1794 its library was 
partly burnt, partly plundered. In the ascription of ownership the 
original ' Maledictio ' has been erased, and 1 maledico ' written by a hand 
not later than the 13th cent., who has first practised the word a little 
higher up and has then smeared over what he practised.

George 
Matthew Fortescue. The collection consists chiefly of papers acquired 
by John Packer secretary of the duke of Buckingham, including some 
which came to him when he acquired the estate of Hackness in York- 
shire. These papers, or parts of them, descended with Hackness to 
the Hobys and Sydenhams in 1640, in 1707 to John van den Bempde, 
and then to the Pitts of Boconnoc.

The fact that the dedication-day is erased (after having been first cancelled 
by dots underneath) may be variously explained. It is the day of the 
1 1 30 dedication, and is not by the original hand, but an early addition. 
The feast may have been struck out during the period (nearly a year) 
when the cathedral was closed after Becket's murder, or during the five 
or six years when the burnt choir was in process of rebuilding (1 174-80). 
These explanations, however, are probably a little forced, and it is 
simpler to suppose that the volume bad eventually got to another 
church — just as MS. Laud Lat. 95, which must have been written in the 
1 2th cent, for Ely, had pretty clearly got to Chichester by the 15th. 

The date is certainly before Becket's canonization in 1173, but apparently 
not much before. The reason for the first hand's omission of the 
dedication-day May 4, 1 1 30, is probably not that he was writing before 
then, but that be was copying an older calendar.

The old Anatomy and Medicine School, a large room on the first 
floor of the Quadrangle of the Schools, was informally used as a part of 
the Bodleian as early as 1 712, and even before the Restoration had been 
a show-place with curiosities, though occasionally used for lectures. 
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In 1 789 it was fitted up for receiving Bodleian MSS. and rare printed 
works, which began to pour into it in the same year : some were perhaps 
at first marked 'B. N.' (=Bibliotheca Nova). In 1794 it was ordered 
to be called the Auctarium, and since then the pressmark of its chief 
contents has been 'Auct.' It was finally assigned formally to the 
Library on Feb. 21, 1805. Into it came the more valuable old collections 
of MSS., such as Barocci, Laud and Digby, with special printed books : 
and the various compartments were marked by a letter of the alphabet, 
beginning with the S.W. corner and starting northwards from that point. 
The chief compartments containing miscellaneous MSS., and not Col- 
lections, were and are Auct D, E, F, T, which include a selection from 
the older Bodley series, continuing in idea the e Musaeo series.

As stated above at p. 741 the 'Bodley' collection was first formed 
about 1 76 1 for Western MSS. not included in other definite collections, 
so that it became the ultimate depository of miscellaneous MSS. 
received singly or in small groups since the foundation of the Library, 
except that the MSS. known as e Musaeo still comprise about 2 50 of 
the more valuable volumes which were taken out of the body of 
miscellaneous MSS. shortly before 1660. When first collected the 
'Bodley MSS.' were 931 in number, of which perhaps about 900 
were old MSS. with numbers in the Old Catalogue of 1697 (chiefly 
between nos. 1840 and 2772), and the rest additions of 1695-1760. 
Soon after the Auctarium was made use of, about 60 of the 931 were 
taken out as specially valuable, and given 4 Auct.' references, say in 
1 795-1800: and at that time the number left were reduced to 870, 
but the total gradually rose to 1030, the highest reference when the 
collection was practically closed about i860. 

It will be seen therefore that the ' Bodley ' collection is not in any 
sense 'Sir Thomas BodleyV collection, but represents volumes not 
attached to other series. Among them are of course many of the

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Founder's own gift or time. The twenty-four here catalogued are waife 
and strays of which the date of acquisition is not certainly known, but 
which presumably came in after 1695.

This was no. 28 among the MSS. collected by Thomas Jekyll of Booking, 
which descended to his grandson Nicholas Jekyll of Castle Hedingham 
and most of which were ' in the custody * of William Holman in i7 r 5- 
Several similar MSS. are among Hoi man's Essex MSS. which came to 
the Library in 1756 in the Rawlinson Collection (see nos.

On fol. i5 v 
is a short rhyming poem of rules of health in English (15th cent.), 
beg. * For helthe of body keuer fro cold thyn hede.'

24). ' Incipit 
prologus in librum qui Flores [altered to " Flos "] hystoriarum intitulatur 1 : 
followed by the work itself, which used to be ascribed to Matthew of 
Westminster, but is now found to be chiefly a compilation by several 
hands. An elaborate list of contents precedes on foil. 16-22, showing 
that the work originally ended with fol. 228. The text of book 2 (see 
fol.

495, ALWe and Cissa besieged 'cimtatem andredes *— virtually identical 
with the A.-S. version, but 1 in ore gladu p*nmer**t* (*. o.g. is a 
Biblical phrase) where that has only ( ofslogon A Latin entry almost 
identical is found under 490 in F, and apparently in an earlier form, tor 
it has ptrimunt. 

A. D. 497, Invasion of Certic and Kyneric Similar entry in X B-C E, and 
both in English and Latin in F. 

A. D. 501, Invasion of Port, Beada, and Megla. Similarly X B-C E (»U 
Bieda and Msegla), also in shorter English and shorter Latin in F, with 
Biedda and Msegla (Lat. Mogla). 

A. D. 507, Nataleod and 5000 Britons killed. Almost identical Latin entry 
in F, but its A.-S. entry, like X B-C E, only says that the 5000 were 
with him : the Latin version is incredible, and obviously arises from an 
omission of wera (or erant) in ' wera mid him ' (or ' erant cum eo *). 

The connexion with F (MS. Cott. Domit. A. vni in the British Museum) 
cannot be doubted, and that (Plummer, Two Saxon Chronic Us, II. cxxii; 
was made in the late 1 ith or early 1 ath cent, from an original Saxon 
chronicle belonging to St. Augustine's, Canterbury, 1 for the use of the 
neighbouring monastery of Christ Church ' : it is, in fact, no. 318 in Prior 
Eas try's catalogue of the Christ Church Library printed by Dr. M. R. 
James (p. 51). Moreover, the details of the rrvulus and torrens pout 
to a special knowledge of the S. E. corner of England, and I have no 
doubt that the fragments were written at Canterbury. Probably they 
formed part of the Christ Church volume of ' Cronica inperfecta ' which 
is 283 in Eastr/s catalogue, and of which part is now in MS. Lat. misc. 
d. 30 (see below, no. 30584). The contents of the latter volume and of 
the present one were alike found in Bodleian bindings executed (Mr. S. 
Gibson tells me) in the same Oxford bindery about the beginning of the 
17th cent. The leaves in each set of fragments measure 10 x7 m.. 
and there are 29 lines to the page throughout the present set, and 
in part of the other (including the verso of the leaf headed ' Cronica 
Ip^rfecta'). 

Entire pages relating to Hengist's invasion closely resemble Nennms, 
though the narrative, instead of being continuous, is distributed under 
various years. 

Bnt Nennius (Jl. 796) not only says that be had used the annals of the 
Scots and Saxons ; he had also used, directly or indirectly, * Fili Urbagen 
de Libro Sci Germani inuenta, & origine & genelogia Briton**, of 
which an imperfect copy (Z in Mommsen's ed. of Nennius) is in the 
Chart res MS. 98 and a photographic facsimile in MS. Lat. misc. d. 29, 
and which contained the Hengist matter — which, again, from its 
references to St. German as appears to have come from the still earlier 
Liber Sci Germani. In the Zeitschrifl /. ctltisthe Pkilologi* III. 104 
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(also reprinted) I have stated the grounds for believing: (1) that Filius 
Urbagen wrote before 731, (a) that he was the Run map Urbgen who, 
according to Nennius, baptized the Northumbrians, (3) that Run may 
have been a prae-ordination name of Paulinas. 

The following passages may be contrasted with Mommsen's text of 
Nennius : — 

p. 179, 1. i, 1 uocatur lingua regis cantia guoralen id est canha ilhus qui 
uocabatstr guoralen*. Here, as in Nennius, we have a Welsh corruption 
and misinterpretation of Cantwaraland, but ' lingua regis * (in the King's 
English 1) is peculiar, Nennius having ' in lingua eorum \ No such 
variation could have arisen at the time when the fragments were written 
(the King's language then being Norman-French), and the phrase 
suggests a region and period in which part of the population still spoke 
Keltic 

p. 179, L a, 'in nostra autem Chent' — where 'nostra 9 means British— is 
omitted, and so is the following passage about the British king 
Guoyrancgon. 

p. 187, 1L 15-16, 'in lingua' eorum Episford': 'eorum' is altered to 
' narfra*. The following words ' in nostra autem lingua Rithergabail ' 
are omitted. 

p. 187, L 18, 'Categim*. This name (« Cat-tegim % battle-lord, Welsh 
catteym) must have had //. Our fragments habitually use e and $, but 
rarely or never m t except in this name, which they write Catrgim. This 
m is almost certainly a misreading of a well-known form of te, and 
indicates an earlier Cattegim. 

The invasion-pages have clearly been edited by an Anglo-Saxon, and in 
places they are shorter than Nennius, as well as abundant in various 
readings : but whether they are from Nennius himself, or from an earlier, 
or from a later author, has yet to be certainly established. The same is 
true of a short notice of St. Patrick which has a parallel in the long 
account of Nennius. The only native author mentioned in the text of 
the MS., and the latest author mentioned, is Bede. 

On the mutilated margin of f. 30, against the year 495 (which includes 
a notice of the capture of Andredes ceaster), is the entry „ . . ' oderia *• 
I conjecture this to mean that the passage referred to is an addition of 
Theodericus. A Theodoricus or Thodoricius appears as the donor of 
two books to Christ Church, Canterbury, and Dr. James dates him 
' cent, xi, xii ' : he may have been a monk who brought them with him 
on his entrance. 

I attribute the fragments to a comparatively early period of the lath cent.

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followed by the usual canticles and creeds (fol. i38 v ) and a litany (foL 
i5i v ), towards the end of which (at fol. 156) the hand changes from a 
fourteenth-century one (A) to one of the first half of the fifteenth century 
(B), which continues through the Office for the Dead (' In agenda 
mortuorum ') and a hymnary (fol. 165). The first hand (in the litany) 
gives capitals only to stt. Nicholas and Ebba ; and does not mention 
st. Anne: the second hand adds John of Beverley, draws a red line 
through Ebba and places Anne before st. Mary Magdalene probably 
after 141 5. This adapted psalter was used by cloistered nuns (foL 
i57 v ). The initial B of the psalter contains a Jesse-tree and pelican in 
her piety, with a border bearing the symbols of the four Evangelists : 
the miniature on fol. 93 v suggests that the A-part of the MS. may have 
been written for nuns, as well as the second. 



[From the abundant use of mauve in the smaller ornamented initials, I fancy 
that A was written not before the end of the 14th cent, but much 
of its decoration is of a type found 100 years earlier, and it is probably 
in part imitated from an older MS. It is in brown ink, 20 lines to 
the page, ruled in brown. B is in black ink, 20 lines to the page, 
ruled in carmine. A leaf is cut away at end of A, but the text of B 
follows on without break. Probably A remained incomplete, or became 
imperfect, and B was written to complete it some half-century later 
(judging horn the illumination). 
Ebba is a name of extraordinarily rare liturgical occurrence, and both the 
saints so named were abbesses of Coldingham, which, when A was 
written, was a house of Benedictine monks and a cell to Durham 
Cathedral priory. I believe that A was executed at Durham to the 
order of the lady whose portrait is given on f. 93*, for presentation to 
an Augustinian house. Durham was the shrine of Cuthbert, and paid 
special honour to Oswald, whose head, sceptre, and other relics it 
possessed, and who is one of the only three British martyrs in the litany 
of A. I cannot find that there was any Augustinian house of women 
in the northern counties, so I suspect A was meant to go to a house of 
men — perhaps the Austin Friars at Newcastle, where there were no 
Benedictine monks, and where the chief church is that of St. Nicholas : 
there was, however, a church of St. Nicholas at Durham itself. Kor 
what house of women the volume was completed I cannot suggest.

At this point it appears desirable to give some account of the deeds 
and objects of various kinds which are not included in the Summary 
Catalogue, as not suitable for summary treatment Almost all of them 
have been received since the Old Catalogue of 1697. Such foreign 
charters as the Library possesses are bound in volumes and placed in 
the ordinary series of MSS., and the following divisions relate to docu- 
ments of the United Kingdom. The number of such documents and 
objects in the following classes A— J or elsewhere in the Library, is 
perhaps about 16400. 

A. U. K. Bound Charters. 

A series of 158 volumes, arranged primarily by size and next by 
countries and counties (England, Bedfordshire — Yorkshire, [Wales], 
Anglesey— Radnorshire, [Ireland], [Scotland], Miscellaneous), with shelf- 
marks of the type 'MS. Charters Norfolk a. 8.' The Calendar of 
Charters and Rolls preserved in the Bodleian Library * by W. H. Turner 
(Oxford, 1878, 8°) contains notices of all such documents acquired up 
to the date of publication, and is continued in a manuscript slip cata- 
logue in the Library : the preface to the printed Calendar gives some 
account of the provenance of the older collections. The number of 
charters in this class is about 6800. 

B. U. K. Charters in drawers. 

These comprise the greater number of the charters which have seals, 
and are arranged according to topography with a miscellaneous series at 
end : the shelfmark is of the type • MS. Charters Norfolk 8.' Calendared 
by Turner, as above. The number is about 780. 

C. U. K. Bound Rolls. 

Fourteen volumes, arranged and calendared as A, above, and with 
similar shelfmarks, substituting ' Rolls ' for 4 Charters.' The number is 
about no. 

D. U. K. Rolls in boxes. 

Rolls kept in roll form in cardboard boxes, arranged, calendared and 
shelfmarked as A, above, mutatis mutandis. The number is about

A large number of New College deeds, chiefly leases, were purchased 
in 1884 (see after no. 29491), and are kept separate. 

I. Rubbings (no. 79). 

The Rubbings from brasses and other monuments were formed into 
a collection with this title in 1904, and are arranged primarily by size, 
next as * Gen.' or by counties, and under them by places. The type of 
shelfmark is 'MS. Rubbings Devon a . Ermington 1 (R).' The 
number is 398, and nearly all are kept in roll form.

J. Negatives. 

The collection of photographic negatives is arranged by sizes, and at 
present numbers twenty-eight, referenced as ' Neg. d.

This important collection was begun by dr. Bandinel about a.d. 18 12. 
Most of the Oriental MSS. of the Library are contained in the great 
collections (Laud, Oppenheimer, Pococke , &c), and the miscellaneous 
ones not so accounted for were from the earliest times till 181 2 mixed 
with the Western Miscellaneous, see p. 741 above. In that year they 
were picked out of the general Bodley series, and mixed with other 
Oriental MSS. from Arch. Bodl. A, B, C, D, Bernard, Hatton, Marshall, 
e Musaeo, Rawlinson, Roe, Tanner, &c. (these collections probably not 
being considered large enough to be kept separate). The actual work 
of picking out and placing the new Bodley Oriental series was no doubt 
undertaken by prof. Alexander Nicoll : but the new arrangement of 
about the first 500 appears to be almost haphazard. The numbers 
were apparently about 85 in 181 4 (while the list was in formation), 
in 1821 571, in 1835 575, in 1859 650, in 1880 767: in 1883, 
when the series was stopped, it was 805. The accessions of 1826-43 
seem to have slipped into 'Caps. Or.,' and after 1847 the Hebrew 
accessions were referenced in ' Oppenheimer Additions/ but with these 
two exceptions the series may be considered as the general receptacle 
for miscellaneous Oriental manuscript acquisitions from the foundation 
of the Library to 1883. Since that year about 160 have been taken out 
and referenced elsewhere, in the new classification by languages or in 
re-formed collections. 



The large numbers in the following list may be partly accounted for 
by the fact that the Hunt collection, received in 1774-6 (see vol. iii. 
p. 603 ; v. p. 385) — which consisted of more than 200 MSS., including 
various bundles, books, and parcels which probably contained MSS. — 
cannot be identified, chiefly owing to the extensive re-binding of the 
series in about the middle of the last century. The only three entries of 
the Hunt bequest are : — 1. (late in 1 774) ' From D r . Kennicott — Several 
Arabic &c.

In 1876 Joseph Edkins issued a ' Catalogue of Chinese works in the 
Bodleian Library/ the books being numbered from 1 to 299, equivalent 
to 4 Chin. 1-299 ' at tne present time, except that some of the MSS. 
have been re-referenced. This series is continued in a manuscript 
catalogue by the late professor James Legge (1) from 300 to 322, 
representing books given by general Shadwell in 1877, (2) eighteen 
books perhaps given at the same time, (3) from 323 to 385, books 
'presented by dr. Locklm!*,' not before 1855, (4) from 386 to 687, 
all perhaps books bought from mr. A. Wylie in 1882, of which there is 
a separate manuscript catalogue in which the works are numbered from 
1 to 607 : see also nos. 29245 a-29246 s. 

In the following lists * Chin.' followed by one number refers to the 
Edkins and Legge numbers : 4 MS. Chin.' followed by a size letter (a, b, 
c, d, e or f) and number refers to the classification of MSS. begun in
